In the court at Wetaskiwin a 


party who acted as a deputy re- 
turning officer at the alleged Do- 
minion elections last fall has been 
heavily fined for refusing to allow 
a qualified elector to cast his vote. 

The citizen in question was not 
born in an enemy country, was na- 
turalized before 1902, and his 
name was on the voters’ list. The 
deputy returning officer, however, 
demanded his naturalization cer- 
tifieate, refused to accept a certi- 
fied copy and had him put out of 
the polling booth. 

The finding of the court is that 
the deputy returning officer had no 
right to demand the naturalization 
certificate of a man whose name 
had been put on the list by the | 
enumerator—whose business _ it | 
was to satisfy himself of the quali- 
fication of the party to vote. 

There were a good many reports | 
at the time, from many parts of 
the country, of naturalized citizens 
who had been deprived of their 
votes by a similar stretching of the 
terms of the War Times Elections 
Act on the part of deputy return- | 
ing officers; and an even larger 
number of reports of qualified

Sir: Please allow me to correct the

I do not know what celriatc- 
cal punishments the Doukhobors, 
Mennonites or Quakers may visit upon| 
such of their members as may engage | 
in military service, But I do know) 
that on this subject the teaching of, 
the Unitas Fratrum, commonly known 
as the Moravian church goesa great 
deal further than that of most ecclesi- 
aetical bodies and has certainly gone 
as far as that of the Friends, for ex-, 
ample. The history of the chureh, 
from its inception in 1457, Indicates. 
an uninterrupted maintenance of that 
prirciple, and in Russia, Germany and 
even in the United States of America 
loss of life, liberty and property has 
teen visited upon members of the 
chiuvch by reason of their adheriice 
to this priveiple, in some insta ices 
just because Moravians would not fight 
against England, their special bene- 
factors. Thus it has come about that 
this church has always been regarded 
as one of the foremost pioneers in 
teaching abstinence from military 
service 

This fact does not rest upon the 
word either of myself or of any other 
person.

no beliefs that allow us to be disloyal 
to the country of our residence, It is 
true that we maintain the sinfulness 
of war as a cardinal feature of our be 
lief, but we do not seek to be excused) 
from any other service on that ac 
count 

In the act under consideration there 
is a proviso that when certain con- 
tingencies exist Moravians shall pay 
certain unspecified sums of money in 
lieu of personal service We have 
been told that this could not be 
quired under existing circumstances 
Nevertheless, now that the validity of 
the act has ben established, a con 
certed and systematic effort will be 
voluntarily made throughout our 
church to raise as substantial sum
